Washington, 
June 
22.—Realizing 
they had lost control of the situation 
in the senate, owing to a combination 
of progressive republicans with the 
democrats for the purpose of forcing 
genuine tariff t evision, the stand-pat 
republicans in the senate surrendered 
lart night. 
After a h ivried conference of re­ 
publican members 
of 
the 
finance 
committee, Senator 
Penrose, chair­ 
man of that committee, announced 
that Thursday he would report to the 
senate from ihe committee both the 
farmers* free list bill and the hill re 
vising the woolen schedule of the 
Payne act with an adverse recom­ 
mendation. 
The decision to do this followed 
the adoption by the senate of *a mo- 
+?on by Senator Gore, of Oklahoma 
directing the finance committee to 
renort the wool hill by July 10. 
The roll, call showed that the nro 
erosive republicans 
had 
combined 
with the democrats. Had the motion 
bppn defeated the finance committee 
would have killed the free Hit, the 
wool bill an1 every other measure 
the house democrats will pass revis­ 
ing the tariff 
In making the announcement that, 
the committee would take the action 
indicated, Chairman fcenrose said it 
would open the general question of 
tariff revision. 
He commented with 
considerable feeling upon the action 
of the progressive 
republicans 
in‘ 
joining with the democrats, charac­ 
terizing their course as a "conspiracy 
to defeat reciprocity.” 
"The insurgents have been willing 
to do almost rnything to defeat reci­ 
procity,” he continued, 
"and 
they 
have combined with the democrats 
to complicate it with the question ol 
wool tariff revision in the expectation 
of killing 'the measure. 
The imme­ 
diate result is to postpone indefinite­ 
ly a vote on the reciprocity measure. 
"I do not believe the democrats and 
insurgents will speedily agree smong 
themselves on a wool schedule. 
The 
question is a large one. 
They will 
have the oppoitunity to try it, how­ 
ever, since the wool bill with the 
free list bill will be presente^ to the 
senate with an adverse report. This 
will place the question of tariff revi­ 
sion squarely before the senate." 
That the progressive (republicans 
would unite with the democrats in an 
effort to revise the tariff, in response 
to the demand of the country, was 
indicated by the debate In the senate 
last afternoon. 
The progressives were unprepard, 
however, for the action of the stand 
pat members of the finance committee 
and last night they had not p greed 
upon the program they will follow 
when 
the 
tariff revision measures 
come before the senate. 
They said 
emphatically they had not formed a 
combination with the democrats with 
a view to defeating Canadian reci­ 
procity.
